Eisenhower’s plea for restora­ 
tion of $1,200,000,000 in what he 
termed the interests of national 
security went practically unheed­ 
ed as the economy-minded House 
defeated a series of amendments 
aimed at adding money to the de­ 
fense budget.

Republicans voted against send­ 
ing the bill back to committee, 
there were 140 Republicans and ll 
Democrats on the other side. 
The bill was not only $2,565,- 
275.000 less than what Eisenhower 
originally wanted but it was $1,- 
135.798.000 under the amount voted 
for defense in this fiscal year. 
Under the House bill, the Army 
would get $7,239,425,000. a cut of 
$1,225,575,000; the Navy $9,801,355,- 
000. a cut of $685,645,000; and the 
Air Force $15,823,220,000, a cut of

lion dollar building program for 
state universities, and also approv­ 
ed a $46,700,000 state hospital ex­ 
pansion program. 
Other important bills passed by 
the Legislature were, in the opin­ 
ion of the governor: 
Establishment of an atomic en­ 
ergy advisory board; salary in­ 
creases for 28.000 low-paid state 
employes; provisions for revenue 
bonds to be used in developing 
state parks; and metropolitan gov­ 
ernment bills, particularly one to 
be voted on next November to 
amend the State Constitution, to 
make it easier for municipalities 
to adopt the charter form of gov­ 
ernment.
